business at his death. 


Young later sold the business., 


court records showed, and Mrs. 
Young alleged that he wanted 
to move her out of the house. 


She filed suit , asking that 


Young be prohibited from sell- 
ing the house and asking one- 
third of the sale price of the 
business. 


The lower court ruled that 


Mrs. Young was entitled to live 
in the house and awarded her 
$12.000, which the court said 
amounted to one-third interest 
on the balance still unpaid by 
the purchaser of the business. 


The Supreme Court said that 


in 1945, after Young and Mrs. 
Young had divorced and Mrs. 
Y o u n g had moved to Little 
Rock, Young made the oral con- 
tract in order to get Mrs. Young 
to return to Pine Bluff to assist 
him in the business. 


Both Young and Mrs. Young 


filed appeals in the case. Young 
sought to have the award over- 
turned, and Mrs. Young sought 
more money for her share of 
the business. 


Mrs. Young said she was en- 
titled to $20,000, which she said 
was one-third of the $60,000 for 
Which Young sold the business.
